SHANGHAI, Oct. 26.—A Chinese news- 
paper in a extra edition today, an- 
nounces that the Minister of War, Gen. 
Yin Tehang, commanding the Imperial 
forces, has been assassinated by his own 
troops. 

The paper also states that Canton has 
been seized by revolutionists. 

Great bloodshed ts reported there. 

The Chinese newspapers at Pekin re- 
port that the treops at Cheng-Tu, the 
capita’ of Sze-Chuen Province, have mu- 
ti jed and ‘killed Gen. Chao Erh-Feng, 
commarder of the; Imperial ‘oréés there, 
and joined the rebels, who now _hold the. 
capital.. 

The legations have received no news 
officially, from ‘Sge-Cheun Province for 
the last 10 days. They ordinarily dis- 


eredit the-reperts published in the 


nese papers,’ but consider the statement 
that Cheng Tu has fallen and thé imper- 
jal commander been assassinated ‘as hot 
improbable. 

The American Legation is making ‘fur- 
ther inquiries. 

The rebels are throwing up efftreneh- 
ments at Kiy-Kiang. 

Wu-Hu, Nanking and Soo. Chow ex- 
pect that the revolutionists Will take 
over thelr local governments soon. 

The entire province of Sze-Ghuen is 
practically controlied by the rebels. 

Manchu officials, high and low, some 
wearing disguises, are coming into 
Shanghai from every quarter. All try 
to find refuge in the foreign conces- 
sions, 

Native newspapers, ‘which are widely 
circulated south of the Yang Tse Ki- 
ang, announce positively that the Eim- 
peror and his family are prepared to 
start for Mukden, Manchuria, where 
protection has been guaranteed by the 
Japanese. 

Later, it is stated, the imperial ones 
will be conducted to the United States 
The open and widespread circulation of 
such statements without interfe.@:nce 
from the agithorities is consitierd sig- 
nificant im view of the restraint to 
which the press has been subjected. 
heretofore. 


More Important Cities Desert to Cause 
of the Rebels, 

PEKIN, Oct. 26.—Further defections 
to the rebels, including Nan-Chang, 
capital of the Province of Kiang-bdi 
and Kwei-Lin, capital of Kwanyg-Si. 
have served to increase tension here. 

Shong Huan Huai, Minister of Posts 
and 4 munications, has been  dis- 
missed from office, in accordance with 
the demand of the National Assembly, 
nade on the Government yesterday. 
‘The American Legation is asking that 
more warships be sent to Chinese wa- 
ters, as the present number is not suf- 
fictent to cover all the ports which are 
in danger. No American vessel is now 
eyailable at Chang Sha, where there 
ave 29 Americans.

St. Louis saloon keepers, who re 
threatened with an increase in the 
price, of beer by the barrel, are plan- 
ning to have a brewery of their own 
and be independent of the breweries 
that now supply them -with their 
beer. A mass meeting has been called 
by the Liquor Dealers’ Benevolent 
Association, to be held next Sund:uy 
afternoon at St. Louis Turner Hel, 
1508 Chouteau avenue, to take steps 
to organize and.operate a co-opera- 
tive brewery and ice manufacturing 
plant, 

Announcement is made. by Lorenz 
F. Padberg, president of the associa- 
tion, that sufficient stock has been 
subscribed to proceed with the eniter- 
priseqy which is to be known as the 
Mutual Brewing and Ice Co. 

The brewery practice of establish- 
ing saloons al] over the city in op- 
position to the saloon keepers is giv- 
en as one of the chief reasons for the 
salon keepers starting a brewery in 
opposition to the brewers. This pra-- 
tice, according to President Padberg, 
has resulted in St. Louis having about 
twice as many saloons as are neces- 
siry and twice as many as would 
otherwise be in operation.

: threatened tmerease 
the aatoon keepers do not 
deny that there has been a marked 
increase in the price of malt. and 
hops, but they contend that the stand- 
ard beers, such as are in use in St. 
Louis’ can be sold at a large profit

The project has been under conusid- 
evation for a year. It was ‘ndorsed 
at the State convention of toe asso- 
ciation at St. Charles in June. 

President Padberg said: “St. Louis is 
to have a co-operative brewery because 
the breweries have assumed the right of 
putting saloons under everybody's noses. 
St. Louis has 2250 saloons, 4 per cent of 
which are owned or controlled by the 
breweries. If the saloons were conduct- 
ed on thetr merits, instead of under the 
ownership of the breweries, there would 
npt be more than 12, 

Will Have $250,000 Plant. 

“Sixty per cent of the saloon keepers 
are members of our association. Most 
of the other 40 per cent we do not want. 
We expect to start with a $250,000 plant. 
The stock will all be soid to members of 
the association or it will not be sold at 
all Every precaution will be taken to 
prevent stock being sold to brewers or 
others whose interests are not identical 
with those of the saloon keepers. 

“We believe that even at the present 
price of materials, the breweries can 
sell beer at $6 a barrel and clear $2 on 
each barrel. The co-operative brewery 
will sell beer alt the cost of production 
and maintenance.”

MAN LEFT ALLEY 
UF SLAIN DOCTOR'S 
TOME HIDING FACE 


Bartender Met Him at 2 A. M. 
Day of Murder and He Held 
Up Handkerchief.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 26.—It be- 
came known today that detectives work- 
ing on the Dr. Knabe murder case 
learned today that a well dressed man 
was seen to leave an alley opening into 
Michigan street in the rear of the Dela- 
ware Apartments, where the woman 
physician was slain, just after three 
distinct screams were heard Tuesday 
morning between 12:30 and 1:30 o'clock. 
The man held a handkerchief to his face 
and walked hurriedly west in Michigan 
street to Delaware street, then south 
toward the business section and disap-. 
peared. 

The information is the most import- 
ant received by the police since the 
finding of the body of the murdered 
physician in her bedroom Tuesday morn- 
ing: It apparently corroborates the 
statement of Jefferson Haynes, negro 
porter of the building, who asserted 
that he heard screams and a groan in 
the physicjan’s apartment some time 
during the night, after he had been 
ewakened by the sound of something 
falling. 

Haynes thought at the time that Dr. 
Knabe had a patient in her laboratory 
and he went back to sleep. 

The story of the man with the hand- 
kerchief held to his face is told by Jo- 
seph C. Carr, a bartender employed at 
23 Virginia avenue and living in the Car- 
ter flats in Massachusetts avenue. He 
was on his way home when he saw the 
mysterious man emerge from the alHey. 

“IT am satisfied,’’ said Capt. William 
Holtz, chief detective, “‘that Dr. Knabe, 
if she was murdered—and I believe shé 
was—was slain by a person with whom 
she was acquainted. She voluntarily let 
that person into her apartments.’”’ 

Capt. Holtz said he did not intend to 
reflect on the character of Dr. Knabe 
in saying he believed she knew her mur- 
derer, if she was murdered. 

Her Reputation Unblemished. 

“Dr. Knabe’s reputation was unblem- 
ished,”’ said he, ‘‘and she lectured to 
young women and men on the necessity 
of social purity as well as on physical 
culture and hygiene. But-there are 
several positive motives for» ber murder. 
It is certain that robberly “was not one 
of them and physicians have decided 
that personal assault was not commit- 
ted.

Testimony of. Industrial School 
Attaches Is They Received 
Smaller Sums.

More former employes at the 
Louis Industrial School testified 
Thursday at the trial of Allen P. 
Richardson, former superintendent of 


the School, charged with embez: e- 


ment and grand larceny by the use 
of padded pay rolis. 

Fach of the witnesses testified that 
he was not working at the school at 
certain times the rolls 
made up by Richardson 
that he was. 

Charles F., 
tified that he was 


inmate of the school in 1909 and that 
he was employed there from January 
to August, 1910, as a utility man at a 
salary of $25 a month. 

Blotter Hid the Amount, 

Payrolls for those months were shown 
to him, the amount of salary set op- 
posite his name in each instance being 
$35. He said the signatures on the pay- 
rolls were his but that he received only 
$25 a month. tichardson, he said, al- 
ways held a blotter over the payroll so 
that the amount set down as his salary 
could not be seen. Jones said he was 
paid in cash, which was not in an en- 
velope. | 

Bruno FE, Cotta testified that he was 
nightwatchman at the school. In Oc- 
tober, 1910, he worked on Richardson's 
private property and Richardson told 
him he would not be on the payroll for 
that month. The payroll shows that 
Cotta was down for $60 for October, 
1910. His name is o. posite that amount, 
but he testified that he did not sign it 
and it is not his signature. 

Payrolls were introduced showing tnat 
Cotta was down for $70 a month in 
January, February and March, 1910, and 
his name had been signed to,the rolls. 
Ife testified that he did not work at the 
school in those three months and did 
not sign the payroll. 

William Osburn, aged 15, a former 
driver of the school bakery wagon, was 
the last witness for the State. He said 
he drew only $20 a month, and did not 
know that his name was on the payroll 
for $35, as Richardson used the blotter 
in con*Paling from him the amount op- 
posite iis name when he signed. 

The ate closed its case at 1:80, and 
Atte i Maroney, for the defense, de- 
manded that one charge be selected 
from the two, grand larceny and em- 
bezziement, to which a defense should 
be made.

JEWS ORDERED 
UUT OF RUSSIA BY 
Int WHOLESALE 


Order of Governor in Yekater- 
inoslav Province Exempts 
Only Four Classes. 








YUZOVKA, Russia, Oct. 26.—By an 
order of the Governor all Jews in the 
Province of Yekaterinoslav are subject 
to expulsion with the following cxcep- 
tions: 

1. Those living in the praevince since 
May 16, 1882. 

2. Artisans -and others having permits 
of residence from the Governors’ chan- 
eery. 

8. Those resident since Aug. 14, 1906, 
if an order of expulsion against them 
has already been set aside by the Gov- 
ernor’s chancery. 

4. Those who have changed to a ru- 
ral residence between May 16, 1882, and 
Jan. 11, 1888. 

Many of these subject to expulsion are 
in a critical position, as the sudden ex- 
pulsion prevents a liquidation of their 
affairs, and to avoid financial ruin some 
are adopting the Russian faith. Of- 
ficials will be sent through the prov- 
ince to control the registration, and al] 
laxity in this matter will be punished 
by the dismissal of the guilty ones.

One minister, the police say, has writ- 
ten to them that he spent a portion of 
his last summer vacation with Pastor 
Richeson at Sharon, Mass., and that the 
accused mifister then told him a story 
of his affair with the Cape Cod music 
student. 

The police declare they are sure they 
will becable to prove that the accused 
minister was in the company of Miss 
Linnell on the Saturday she died. 

His Brother’s Picture. 

One of the many pathetic features of 
the case was the painful manner in 
which Douglas Richeson first learned 
of the murder charge against his 
brother. He is connected with a de- 
partment store on State street, Chicago. 
Last Friday evening he was at dinner 
when one of the guests referred to the 
murder case in Boston remarking that 
| the suspect’s name was Richeson. When 
{a newspaper was produced Douglas 
'Richeson saw his brother's picture on 
(the first page. He read a few words 
| of the case and then the dinner party 
wus hastily broken up. 

Visited by His Father. 

Thomas Varland Richeson, the aged 
father of the prisoner, visited his son 
in the Charles Street Jail, escorted by 
Douglas. 

The father was trembling when he 
walked into the jail, and it was only 
| by bringing to bear that courage that 
upheld him as a soldier through the 
Civil War that ne was able to walk 
through the dreary corridor to the cell 
'that held his son. 

When the father saw the clergyman 
the agony of his heart was expressed 
in these words: ““My boy-—-oh, mv boy!” 
“Father, father,’ cried the young man 
behind the bars. They both broke down 
and cried. 

“Father, ’'m Ynnocent.” 

After a time the two men _ regained 
their composure. The accused man was 
heard to say: “Father, I’m innocent; 
I’m innocent.” 

The last meeting of Col. 
and his son was in the hills of old 
Virginia. Col. Richeson stood on the 
doorstep of the homestead at Amherst 
Courthouse. One hand was tn the clasp 
of his son, the other placed affection- 
ately on his shoulder. Then the young 
man went away. His grizzled father 
watched him into the distance. Their 
lives ran thereafter in different chan- 
nels. 

Pastor Richeson’s father and brother 
Douglas are convinced that the pastor 
is innocent. They are unitedly and con- 
fidently planning to battle to the end 
to free the prisoner.

Disregarding the discriminating freight tolls, the 
lack of free communication between the Illinois 
cities and St. Louis is an obstacle to commercial 
development to the limit of the possibilities the 
population of the industrial district affords. St. 
Louis merchants are barred from a profitable 
field—one that is of consequence now and is grow- 
ing rapidly. 

In the closed field resides practically one-sev- 
enth of the population of a district that is of one 


Same causes brought the whole into exist- 
ence. Economically the communities are inter- 
dependent. Commercially they are interlocked. 
By every natural law St. Louis merchants are en- 
ti to an unhampered right to trade with every 
person in the whole district.

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A CHINESE PLATFORM. 

The platform ready-writers who devised the 
declarations of the local Democratic convention 
hit upon an extraordinary policy for the building 
of a great and prosperous city. We pass by the 
demand for the initiative, referendum and recall 
as the easiest device to obtain the brand of “pro- 
gressiveness.” We recall, however, that the Dem- 
ocratic organization opposed the new charter, 
which contained provisions for a modified recall 
and for the initiative and referendum. 

The failure to link approval of the bond issue 
with a pledge to help complete the bridge may be 
regarded as the conventional method of avoiding 
the specific for the vague. The paragraph favor- 
ing a reduction of taxes without a hint of rem- 
edy for the vices in the system of taxation was 
aken out of the commonplace pigeonhole. 

But the masterpiece of municipal folly is found 
in the paragraphs urging the employment of St. 
Louisans alone for the public service and giving 
preference to citizens in the performance of pub- 
lic works and improvements and to St. Louis syup- 
plies for city institutions. Everyone who does 
public work or sells supplies for the city should, 
in the English of the ready-writer, “be selected 
from among our midst.” 

Why approval of a free bridge should be joined 
to the policy of employing none but St. Louisans 
and buying nothing but St. Louis goods is a mar- 
vel. We do not want a free bridge or a railroad. 
We do not want new talent or more citizens or 
trade with the outside world. We want a pro- 
hibitive tax on importations of men and goods— 
an arbitrary which will keep everybody and every- 
thing out of St. Louis. Let us have a Chinese 


to St. Louis or will want to trade with St. Louis. 
We will have all of our goods, from shoes to hats,

THE DAKOTA LAND RAFFLE. 

Chance could hardly have bestowed more hap- 
pily the first choice, said: to be worth $25,000, in 
the drawing of homesteads in the newly opened 
Rosebud and White Pine Reservations. It drives 
the wolf from the door of. a heroine, a troubled 
little woman who has struggled six years to sup- 
port children and a helpless husband and who 
wept when this first good news in many somber 
days came to her. 

But~how many of the 8000 allotments are as 
worthily bestowed? Lottery machinery forbidden 
of law was employed in distributing the lands, 
and no lottery could award its prizes more ca- 
priciously and undeservingiy. A bona fide desire 
to occupy and improve ‘:omesteads is presumed 
as an indispensable qualification of applicants. 
There was no effort to establish this qualification. 
Divers St. Louisans drew “prizes.” How many of 
them will move to their homesteads? The Gov- 
ernment cimply sold lottery tickets at 25 cents, 
called a registration fee, and raffled off these free 
lands that should be reserved for genuine home- 
builders. 

It was a spectacle whose influence is far from 
wholesome and which perverted the spirit of. the 
free homestead law. 
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Judge Priest, in the Terminal dissolution suit, 
charged the Government attorneys with the vital 
error of failing to consider St. Louis and East 
St. Louis as a commercial and industrial “unit.” 
That has been the vital error of the Terminal 
railroads. If they had treated both sides of the 
river as a Terminal unit the pending case would 
never have been filed. 
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MATERNAL GOVERNMENT. 

The first act of the women of- Perris, Cal., 
after the adoption of the suffrage and recall 
amendments was to wrt a movement for the 
recall of the town officers because they favored 
the licensing of saloons. 

The use of their new yoting power.to control 
by law the personal conduct of others does not 
speak well for the women’s Knowledge of the 
proper uses of government. ‘Nor does their 
wisdom shine in the effort to substitute for the 
regulated saloon, the speak-easy, the blind-tiger, 
the lid club and the bootlegger. Maternal methods 
ought not to be injected into government. 
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After all, it may be necessary to find some more 
dynamite along the track, or wreck the pilot!

A COMPREHENSIVE EXPLANATION. 
When the former Superintendent of the St. 
Louis Industrial School is on trial, charged with 
falsifying pay rolls and other criminal malfeas- 
ance in office, the testimony may give opportuni- 
ties for public education. 

There is such an opportunity in the reported 
testimony of Mr. H. G. Cleaveland, “an attorney 
and for 40 years a member Of the Industrial 
School Board.” He testified “that the govern- 
ment of the institution was left mostly to the 
superintendent and that the members (of the 
board) never visited the institution to superintend 
its workings.” 

The public trusted them as fully as they trusted 
the superintendent. Then, as they left everything 
to the superintendent, their existence as a man- 
aging and controlling board was almost or quite 
forgotten, until testimony in court explains how 
management failed. . 

If Mr. Cleaveland is accurately reported, the 
public owes him much for his candor. Perhaps 
no other board member has done so much to ex-!

WANTS TO FIND CHILDREN 








Dissolution of Order Restraining 
Sale of His Property 
Dismissed. 





William FH. Miltenberger, real ¢s- 
tate promoter and member of an cld 
St. Louls family, filed ah answer (to 
the divorce petition of Jeanette A. 
Miltenberger in Judge Muench’s 
court Thursday. His answer differs 
from most documents of the kind inJ 
that he does not specifically ask that 
a divorce be refused, | 

Be asks that the restraining order, 
preventing him from disposing of his 
property or thking possession of his 
three children, be dissolved. This 
orfer was issued by Judge Kinsey, 
from whose court Miltenberger took 
the case to Judge Muench on a chaige 
of venue. 

Dentes Wife’s Charges. 

Miltenberger denies that he is addict- 
ed to habitual drunkenness, as charged 
in Mrs. Miltenberger’s petition. He says 
that he adheres to strict sobriety and 
that it is not true that he stayed out 4ll 
night in an improper way. When he did 
stay out, he says, it was on business 
and in an effort to provide support for 
his wife and children. 

He denies improper conduct with wom- 
en and says such accusations are a re- 
sult of his wife’s unreasoning jealousy. 
Her placing of improper construction on 
his acts was a great annoyance to him, 
he says. He denies also that he enter- 
tained his friends at his home in an im- 
proper way. - 

There is no truth, he says, in the 
charge that he neglected to adequately 
maintain his home. He says he has 
lixuriously provided for the home and 
that the extravagance and mismanage- 
ment of his wife caused the accumula- 
tion of bills of which she complains. 

Miltenberger oenles that he threat- 
ened to take his children out of the 
jurisdiction of the court or that he was 
about to dispose of his property. He 
lived in St. Louis nearly 41 years, he 
says. his business interests are here and 
he intends to remain here. He alleges 
that he has considerable means tied up 
in litigation and that his wife knows 
this. Among the property which he 
owns, he says, is the home at 4550 Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

He Charges Abandonment. 
Phe answer sets forth that on Oct. 29, 
1911, the plaintiff willfully, wantonly and 
maliciously abandoned Miltenberger and 
his home, taking with her the children 
and considerable property, and that he 
does not know where his children are. 

He states that he loves his cMildren 
and wants them properly reared and 
educated. The answer was prepared by 
Jeptha D. and Alphonso Howe.
